We were privileged and delighted to 
pay tribute to one of the Church’s great 
confessors and Bishops, whose quiet 
heroism recalls the stories of others in 
the past who for their faith “faced life 
without fear and death without faint- 
ing.” Norman Spencer Binsted will be 
remembered as one of the great Bishops 
of Japan, but he will principally be 
known for his service as Bishop of the 
Philippines during the second World 
War and in the period of reconstruction 
that followed. He, himself, would discount our recalling his 
and his wife’s imprisonment at Santo Tomas, with the dra- 
matic story of their release by paratroopers under General 
MasArthur’s command. He would resist our recounting his 
many outstanding achievements, but the Church at home 
should, in humble pride, hear of and speak about them. 


The developing life of our Communion in the mountain 
provinces and among the native tribes in the hinterland might 
have his major emphasis. A somewhat more dramatic note is 
sounded when one recalls the building of the new St. Luke’s 
Hospital, the establishment of a new and adequate Theo- 
logical Seminary in a beautiful and spacious setting, and the 
development of a sense of fraternity and growing unity with 
the Philippine Independent Church under its gifted leader, 
Bishop de Los Reyes. I was privileged to spend some time 
with the latter at the General Convention in Honolulu and 
have from him a clear awareness of the admiration and affec- 
tion which this Church of more than two million members 
holds for Bishop Binsted. All of the clergy of the Independent 
Church are now being educated at our Seminary. Thus one 
looks eagerly and confidently to the time when intercom-

Philippine Missionary 
Welcomed Home 


“Service of Thanksgiving,” welcoming 
Bishop Norman Spencer Binsted and Mrs. 
Binsted back to their homeland following 
many years of service in the Orient, was 
held in Grace Cathedral on Sunday, March 
24. The service was attended by Church- 
men from the entire Diocese, who heard 
the Bishop tell of his experiences as 
Bishop of the Philippines, which post he 
has held since 1940. 


In speaking of the work of the church 
in his District, Bishop Binsted stressed 
the strengthened family ties among the 
island families, and spoke of the impact 
of the Christian message upon people who 
have followed pagan religions until the 
present day. “The Church has a real mes- 
sage in the Far East,” Bishop Binsted said, 
“and is carrying on an increasingly effec- 
tive witness there.” 

Bishop Binsted, who was Bishop of 
Tohoku, Japan, from 1928 until 1940, 
has also been quite active in establishing 
friendly relations with the Philippine In- 
dependent Church. Following long nego- 
tiations, Bishop Binsted in 1948 served 
as chief consecrator when the Apostolic 
Orders of the Anglican Church were be- 
stowed upon the leaders of the Philippine 
Church. The latter church was established 
at the time of the Spanish-American war

when a large number of former Roman 
Catholics broke away from their church 
allegiance. 

From 1942 until 1945, Bishop Binsted 
was a prisoner of the Japanese Army, part 
of the time in the prison camp at Los 
Banos. For his work in continuing his 
ministry to his fellow-prisoners during 
this time, Bishop Binsted was awarded 
the Medal of Freedom by General Doug- 
las MacArthur. Immediately upon his lib. 
eration by American forces he returned 
to the work of building up the church in 
the Philippines, most of whose buildings 
had been destroyed during the Japanese 
occupation. 

During his ministry in Japan, before 
coming to the Philippines, Bishop Bin- 
sted served as pastor to churches in Ao- 
mori, Akita and Noshiro; as mission treas- 
urer, chaplain of St. Luke’s Hospital, and 
chaplain to the American congregation of 
Holy Trinity Cathedral, Tokyo. Following 
the earthquake of 1923, Bishop Binsted 
was instrumental in the Cathedral’s recon- 
struction on its present site overlooking 
the Imperial Palace. 

Bishop Binsted was introduced at the 
service by Bishop Block. The Rev. Massey 
Shepherd, Jr., of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific, was officiant. Follow- 
ing a brief stay in San Francisco, Bishop 
and Mrs. Binsted left for Washington, 
D.C., where he will retire.

Nominating Committee Is Appointed 


For 1958 Episcopal Election 


Formation of a nominating committee 
| to suggest names to Diocesan Convention 
as candidates for the post of Coadjutor 
Bishop of the Diocese was announced this 
month by the standing committee of the 
Diocese. Noting that no Episcopal elec- 
tion can be held until formal consents are 
obtained from the majority of Bishops 
and standing committees within the 
United States, the standing committee 
pointed out that the work of the nom- 
inating committee is exacting and time- 
consuming and should be begun as quickly 
as possible. Formal consents are currently 
being sought by the secretary of the 
committee. 

Members of the standing committee, in 
speaking of the selection of a nominating 
committee, pointed out that three factors 
had influenced their choice of appoint- 
ments. These were: (1) geographical 
representation in proportion to the com- 
municant strength of the six convoca- 
tions; (2) representation of various 
schools of thought within the Diocese, 
and of various areas of activity and in- 
terest; (3) the committee should be of 
sufficient size to give adequate representa- 
tion to the leadership in the Diocese 
among clergy and lay people. 

It was also noted that the formation of 
a nominating committee is not a manda- 
tory procedure, and that, in fact, the elec- 
tion of Bishop Shires in 1950 marked the 
first time that this had been done. In pre- 
vious years, “informal” nominating com- 
mittees had done the same work, however, 
it was pointed out. In no case, the stand- 
ing committee stressed, will the formation 
of a nominating committee serve to dis- 
courage the practice of nominations from 
the floor of Diocesan convention. 

If present plans are followed, and sub- 
ject to the necessary consents, the election 
of the Bishop Coadjutor will take place 
at the regular diocesan convention in Jan- 
uary, 1958. 

With the Rev. Francis P. Foote of Bur- 
lingame to serve as convenor, the follow- 
ing were appointed to serve on the nom- 
inating committee: Oakland Convocation:

It may nominate as 
many candidates as it sees fit, and may de- 
cide whether or not to render a report on 
its work prior to the convention itself.

Laying of Cornerstone at Concord Church 
As Beautiful New Building Nears Completion

Cornerstone for the impressive new 
church building at St. Michael and All 
Angels’ Church in Concord was laid by 
Bishop Shires on Sunday afternoon, April 
14. The impressive services, which marked 
approximately the “half-way” mark in the 
church’s construction, followed a confirm- 
ation service in the parish hall. For 
several years the Concord congregation 
has used the parish hall for services, and 
the new building will become their first 
“real” church home. 

Rector of the church, the Rev. Philip 
Daunton, introduced various laymen from 
the parish, who deposited articles in the 
cornerstone. Among them were Mrs. 
Lewis Sparling, first secretary to the 
Bishop’s Committee, who deposited the 
cross; Richard Pierce, the church’s first 


warden, who placed the Holy Bible; Mrs. 
Roberts Jones, president of the Women’s 
Auxiliary, who placed the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer; and Frank Haney, chairman 
of the building committee, who deposited 
a current list of parishioners of the church. 

Attending clergy were the Rev. Wilfred 
Hodgkin of St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek, dean 
of the convocation of Oakland, who read 
the lessons; the Rev. Benjamin De Camp 
of St. Mark’s, Crockett, former vicar of 
St. Michael and All Angels’, who was 
psalmist; the Rev. Hugh Weaver of San 
Francisco; and the Rev. Lorin A. Paull of 
St. David's, Pittsburg. 

The new church, which will seat 600 
people, was built at a cost of $133,000. It 
was designed by Arnold and Francis Con- 
stable of Sausalito.

New San Bruno Church, Parish Hall 


Dedicated at Rites 


A new church seating 350, together 
with parish hall and classrooms, was dedi- 
cated at San Bruno on Sunday, April 14, 
with Bishop Block officiating at the serv- 
ice. The new church home for St. An- 
drew’s congregation, designed in contem- 
porary architecture by Donald French of 
San Jose, was built at a cost of $84,000. 
Finish painting and landscaping was done 
on a volunteer basis by the men of the 
church. 


Feature of the new church is the dra- 
matic simplicity of its design, highlighted 
by a free-standing altar with a 14-foot 
redwood Celtic cross hanging above it. In 
the narthex of the new church is a chapel, 
holding the altar and dossal from the old 
St. Andrew’s church, which is constructed 
of wood from the original Mission Do- 
lores in San Francisco. The laminated 
arches in the new church soar 40 feet 
above the floor, giving a feeling of great 
spaciousness and beauty.

El Paso Visit 


Several years ago the House of Bishops 
met at St. Clement’s Church in El Paso 
when the Rev. Dr. Wright, Secretary of 
the Home Department of the National 
Council, was rector. I promised his suc- 
cessor to spend three days preaching on 
his Lenten Program. It seemed a long and 
relatively unjustified trip for so brief a 
stay, but the response of the congregation, 
their gracious and charming hospitality, 
and an opportunity to advise the alumni 
of our two big universities about plans for 
our imminent campaign, quite justified 
this journey. Without being invidious, it 
helps periodically to bask in the sunshine 
radiance so characteristic of many of the 
churchmen of the deep south and the 
southwest, perhaps because they are more 
uninhibited and demonstrative than 
others; perhaps also because they are 
gifted with the “rounded phrase” of appre- 
ciation and good will. 


Mts. Robert McAffee took me on a trip 
to Juarez, a Mexican city of nearly two 
hundred thousand people, across the bor- 
der. She speaks Spanish with utter fluency 
as she happened to have been born in 
Mexico. I shall not soon forget the de- 
lightful time we had in one of the mar- 
kets, as colorful and unique as one could 
well imagine. There were strange and ex- 
otic fruits and vegetables, basketry and 
ceramics of native manufacture, and the 
utter absence of English, so that one felt 
the full impact of another culture and 
could not help but be impressed with the 
simplicity, courtesy, and tranquility of the 
Mexican people. The houses of the well- 
to-do with their beautiful iron grill-work 
and an architecture so wisely designed for 
the local climate, the flowers, notably the 
roses, often grown in infelicitous soil, im- 

ressed me greatly. A new Roman Church 
built in a startling modern idiom made 
one well aware that even so ancient a cul- 
ture is being shaken by new ideas in many 
fields. In El Paso I met a number whom I 
had confirmed here, and a very remarkable 
Mrs. J. C. Hayes, one of the earliest com- 
municants of the church in Livermore. 
More than four score years of age, with an 


unusually clear memory, she was able to 
recall much of our Diocesan history which 
I dare hope we can some day soon have 
her record. 


St. Andrew’s Dedication 


We were happy to have as our guest 
recently, Dr. J. Burton Mark, who has 
been sent west to investigate St. Mar- 
garet’s House in response to our appplica- 
tion for accreditation. Although we shall 
not learn until the end of the year the 
result of Dr. Mark’s study, his visit was 
an enriching experience. 


On Palm Sunday I was able to dedicate 
the new St. Andrew’s Church in San 
Bruno. When one remembers the long 
and varied history of the little mission on 
El Camino Real and then sees the present 
spacious and lovely church with its im- 
pressive undercroft, he whispers softly to 
himself, “What hath God wrought?” With 
no disparagement of the courageous and 
excellent work of the Rev. Fred Ham- 
mond, its present rector, I realize that this 
fine contemporary achievement is due in 
part to the faithful and devoted service of 
the Rev. Bart Murdock who was happily 
present at the service of dedication. The 
church, which seats nearly four hundred 
people, was crowded beyond capacity. I 
was especially pleased with the recogni- 
tion of the part that the Diocese has 
played: in the construction of this new 
shrine and grateful for the strong mis- 
sionary note in the Dean’s sermon. Too 
often the local mission or parish is so 
conscious of its own sacrificial effort that 
it forgets a debt to all of the brethren who, 
through the Working Fund or the Cen- 
tennial Advance Fund, have made pos- 
sible the purchase of the land and the con- 
struction of the building of which they 
are so legitimately proud. 


I cannot close this account without 
mentioning the Service of Institution for 
the Rev. Edward Everett Hailwood at St. 
Paul’s Church in Salinas. Cast in Holy 
Week, it had a sweet note of solemnity. 
After the service the rector and vestry 
discussed with me plans for the opening 
of a new mission in North Salinas. How 
grateful we should be and are for a grow- 
ing spirit of missionary responsibility on 
the part of so many of our churches who 
recognize the truth of the words of Shake- 
speare, “There is a tide in the affairs of 
men which, taken at the flood, leads on to 
fortune.” The great vindication of the con- 
vocational system is that we have poten- 
tially local interest, study and cooperation 
in extending the work of the Church into 
these new areas and thus building up the 
Body of Christ in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, 
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parish buildings at Portola - Woodside 
were dedicated. We congratulate both the 
parish and mission on what, in each case, 
is a real achievement. The dedication of 
the impressively fine St. Mark’s Church, 
Palo Alto, on March 3 was a fine climax 
to the dedication period. Our congratula- 
tions to the Rev. Edwin West and his con- 
gregation. 

The Rev. William Halstead has done an 
amazingly good job in the first few 
months since he took over the new mis- 
sion at Cambrian Park. Meeting only in an 
old building on the property we purchased 
from C.A.F. funds, he has drawn together 
a fine group of church families and others, 
and presented a class of 25 for confirma- 
tion in January. This augurs well for the 
future of St. Edward’s, Cambrian Park. 


Our visit to St. Edmund’s Church in 
Pedro Valley was exciting. Here we have 
a new congregation preparing for a real 
future, but meeting in the school on Sun- 
days and in the vicarage at other times 
under the Rev. Thomas Chesterman. We 
confirmed an excellent class and assured 
them of our help and prayers as they face 
the problems of acquiring their own 
church plant. 


St. Paul’s, Oakland 


St. Paul’s, Oakland, has long been one 
of the leading parishes of the Diocese and 
has contributed to the life of the Diocese 
in large measure, both in men and money. 
I had two confirmation services there on 
Sunday, March 10, and enjoyed being 
among so many old and warm friends. The 
large group of confirmands was split up 
and at the family service I confirmed \the 
younger ones and at the later service, the 
older ones. The parish is responding 
warmly to the devoted ministry of the 
Rev. Robert Clingman. It was also a real 
joy to find Mrs. Clifton Kroll so much 
better physically when I visited her re- 
cently. The Krolls have both been a great 
tower of strength for many years to both 
St. Paul’s and to the Diocese, for all of 
which we are devoutly grateful. 

The same afternoon I went to the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, Belmont, 
where the Rev. John Daley had ready a 
large and well prepared group of confirm- 
ands. Both the rector and his wife are 
widely loved by the people, many of 
whom have benefited from the special 
pastoral skills of the rector. This is a com- 
munity of many sanitariums and hos- 
pitals. 

On Thursday, March 14, I went to Red- 
wood City, first of all to dine with the 
Rev. and Mrs. John Fredericks, the new 
assistant at St. Peter’s.
